London. Xov. 12. American cowboys and
muleteers, to the number of forty, who went
to South Africa, on British mule transports,
arrived In London Saturday. They are loud
in their denunciation of their treatment on
the homo Journey, and Intend to formally
complain to the Board of Trade. They de-

clare the rations served had to be thrown
overboard: that they would have starved had
they not paid exorbitant rates for extra ra-
tions, and that they were bsrthed over horso
stalls, where tho heat and odor were un-
bearable.
